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1 .  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  by  the 
Leicester  Corporation  has  been  adequate  and  bacteriol- 
ogically  satisfactory. 

Many  complaints  have  again  been  received  during 
the  year  of  the  intermittent  rust  discolouration  of 
the  water  and  the  consumers  have  been  further 
aggravated  by  the  presence  in  the  water  of  live 
asellus  (shrimp  like  creatures).  It  is  only  fair 
to  record  that  when  complaints  have  been  made  to  the 
water  undertakers  regarding  discolouration  of  the 
supply,  they  have  acted  promptly  to  alleviate  the  con¬ 
dition  by  flushing  the  mains  in  the  area  of  complaint 
and  in  the  case  of  the  asellus  by  chemical  treatment 
at  the  Oadby  reservoir. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  using  water  of 
differing  types  from  many  widely  scattered  sources, 
themselves  subject  to  seasonal  and  other  changes, 
presents  serious  engineering  and  chemical  engineering 
problems  to  attain  uniformity  over  long  periods,  and 
keep  water  charges  down  to  a  minimum. 

Only  two  houses  in  the  district  are  without  a 
mains  supply  of  water  inside  the  premises.  These 
are  isolated  farm  houses  deriving  their  supply  from 
private  wells  from  which  water  is  pumped  to  high  level 
storage  tanks  and  passed  through  candle  filters  before 
being  used  for  dietic  purposes.

2.  SEWERAGE  AMD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Every  part  of  the  Urban  District  is  sewered  with 
the  exception  of  the  east  part  and  Kilby  Bridge, 

To  meet  the  increased  need  due  to  extensive 
housing  and  industrial  development  the  schemes  for 
extension  of  the  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal 
works  and  enlargement  of  existing  trunk  sewers  have  been 
pushed  forward  zealously,  and  part  of  these  works,  the 
construction  of  new  storm  water  tanks  v/ith  a  capacity 
of  435? 000  gallons  is  nearing  completion. 


1 5  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  examined  during 
1964  and  all  proved  highly  unaatisf actory, 

3 .  CESSPOOLS  /JnD  _CL OSETS 

One  cesspool  was  abolished  during  the  year  by  connecting 
the  house  served  by  it  to  a  new  sewer  extension. 

There  are  only  i4  pail  closets,  19  cesspools 
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and  9  septic  tank  and  filter  private  sewage  disposal 
plants  in  the  district*  It  is  estimated  that  at  all 
types  of  premises  in  the  district  there  is  a  total 
of  9,8>30  water  closets*  Emptying  of  pail  closets, 
cesspools  and  spetic  tanks  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council  using  a  mechanical  suction  vehicle*

The  refuse  collection  fleet  comprises  3  ~  16/18 
cu.yd.  fore  and  aft  tippers  and  a  7  cu.  yd*  side 
loader  standby/general  purpose  vehicle*  When  the 
first  of  the  three  pantechnicon  type  vehicles  was 
obtained  8  years  ago  it  was  considered  that  vehicles  of 
such  great  capacity  would  so  reduce  the  number  of 
daily  visits  to  the  tip  for  emptying,  that  many  problems 
would  be  solved*  The  increased  bulk  of  refuse  per  premise 
and  increased  bulkiness  of  refuse  have,  however,  to  a 
large  degreee  cancelled  out  this  advantage  and  next  year 
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a  compression  vehicle  will  he  put  into  service 
v/hich  will  hold  approximately  twice  as  much  refuse 
as  the  existing  type  of  vehicle  without  an  appreci¬ 
able  increase  in  body  size.  This  increase  in  the 
bulkiness  of  refuse  may  in  the  near  future  render 
necessary  the  provision  of  3i  cu,  ft.  dustbins  in 
place  of  the  present  2-J  cu.  ft.  bin.  In  1966/67  I 
anticipate  an  additional  vehicle  and  collecting 
gang  will  be  necessary. 

In  an  attempt  to  retain  and  obtain  refuse 
collectors  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  put  into 
operation  at  the  end  of  May  whereby  each  gang  of 
collectors  were  set  a  basic  weekly  target  equal  to 
500  bins  per  man,  excluding  the  driver,  A  bonus  of 
2 id  is  paid  for  each  bin  emptied  above  the  target 
figure,  the  total  wee kly  bonus  being  divided 
equally  among  the  members  of  the  gang  and  their 
vehicle  driver. 

The  Council  stipulated  that  the  scheme  must  be 
operated  within  the  wage  estimates  for  the  current 
year.  Up  to  the  time  of  writing  the  scheme  has  been 
a  success,  the  labour  force  reduced  by  2  collectors  and  what 
is  most  gratifying  the  wage  bill  reduced. 

The  provision  of  a  new  tipping  site  is  still 
causing  grave  concern  and  especially  as  there  appears 
to  be  growing  opposition,  from  a  variety  of  bodies, 
including  the  County  Surveyor,  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,  Nature  Conservancy  in 
addition  to  the  owner  in  respect  of  the  site  at 
Kilby  Bridge.  It  is  fortunate,  however,  that  modern¬ 
isation  of  the  sludge  treatment  process  at  the  sewage 
works  will  release  land  for  use  as  a  tip,  provided 
planning  permission  for  the  change  of  use  can  be 
obtained  etc. 

The  1 5i  acre  plot  of  land  on  the  south  side  of 
the  existing  Magna  Road  tip,  whilst  only  containing 
1 2f  acres  of  useful  land  for  use  as  a  tip  and  giving 
only  a  maximum  tipping  life  of  5  to  5i  years  due  to 
its  contours,  is  being  considered  for  acquisition  by 
the  Council. 

5.  TRADE  REFUSE 

An  integral  part  of  the  refuse  collection 
service  is  the  collection  and  disposal  of  "trade 
refuse”  from  shops,  factories  and  other  business 
premises.  The  charges  levied  are  1  Od  per  bin  or  30/- 
per  vehicular  hour.  1 56  premises  are  at  present 
receiving  this  service,  the  income  from  Y/hich  will 
exceed  £12 77  by  the  end  of  the  current  financial  year. 

6.  SALVAGE 

Waste  paper  is  collected  for  salvage  by  the 
refuse  collectors  at  the  same  time  as  they  empty  the 
domestic  dust  bin  and  stored  on  the  vehicle  in 
cab  top  salvage  racks. 
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Very  little  paper  suitable  for  salvage  is 
obtained  from  business  premises  and  at  these 
premises  the  firms  themselves  salvage  and  sell  the 
valuable  cardboard  and  kraft  board  cartons.

Regulated  Buildings : 

There  are  two  residential  caravans  in  the 
district  on  separate  sites#  A  caravan  on  a 
third  site  was  removed  during  the  year.  There  is 
one house  in  multiple  occupation  and  another  let 
in  lodgings.  All  these  dwellings  are  satisfactory 
and  well  conducted. 

In  view  of  the  fire  hazards  associated  with 
moveable  dwellings,  leaflets  setting  out 
precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  fires  have 
been  issued  to  the  occupiers  of  such  dwellings# 

Verminous  or  Dirty  Premises : 

The  satisfactory  condition  of  several  years 
still  prevails  -  no  bug  or  flea  infested  premises 
found  or  reported. 

Whilst  this  may  not  be  the  appropriate 
heading  under  which  to  report,  comment  must  be 
made,  as  last  year  on  the  problem  of  dealing  with 
old  people  v/ho  by  reason  of  being  hallucinated  or 
anti-social,  the  former  often  being  the  cause  of 
the  latter,  become  a  worry  and  often  a  nuisance 
to  their  neighbours.  A  case  in  point  is  one 
where  such  persons  refuse  admission  to  their  house 
to  officers  of  the  Council  and  even  public  utility 
officers#  When  seen  in  the  street  they  appear  well  nour¬ 
ished,  are  quiet  and  cause  no  offence,  but  when  in 
the  curtilage  of  their  own  premises  are  noisy  and 
abusive  to  their  immediate  neighbours.  The  con¬ 
ditions  under  Y/hich  they  are  living,  whilst  suspect, 
cannot  be  investigated  except  under  a  court  v/arrant 
and  probably  to  execute  such  a  warrant,  the  house 
would  have  to  be  broken  into  under  police  super¬ 
vision.  They  are  incapable  of  understanding 
requests  or  suggestions,  either  written  or  verbal, 
or  cunning  enough  to  appear  incapable,  but  are 
sufficiently  mentally  alert  to  prevent  the  mental 
health  authority  dealing  with  them. 

They  are  the  dread  of  the  public  health  officers 
because  such  officers  whilst  acting  in  the  best 
interest  of  these  old  people  and  fearing  that  they 
may  be  lying  sick,  injured  or  dead  behind  locked 
gates  and  doors  are  often  vilified  and  looked  upon 
as  interfering  busy  bodies#  The  officer  is  power¬ 
less  unless  he  can  prove  that  the  person/s  he  is 
dealing  with  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  or  is  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapaci¬ 
tated  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is 
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unable 

to  look  after  himself,  or  is  being  looked  after 
by  some  other  person. 

&  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

This  Act  which  makes  provision  for  the  safety, 
health  and  welfare  of  people  employed  in  offices, 
shops  and  railway  premises  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  May,  1  9§4>  hut  the  main  provi^iQns  did 
not  operate  until  1st  August,  1964®  By  vsQ&e  of 
the  Act  the  office  and  shop  worker  has  now  got  the 
same  measure  of  protection  as  the  industrial 
worker  has  had  for  a  large  number  of  years  under 
Factories  Acts.  It  is  an  Act  of  91  sections  and 
since  its  inception  the  Ministry  of  Labour  have 
published  13  circulars  relative  to  the  Act  and  an 
excellent  set  of  Regulations  regarding  sanitary 
conveniences  and  washing  facilities. 

Your  Public  Health  Department  has  been  given 
the  task  of  administering  the  Act  said  this  v/as 
begun  by  the  compiling  of  a  register  of  all 
premises  at  which  people  were  employed.  Registration 
was  by  application  and  had  to  be  done  between  1st 
May  and  31  st  July  1964® 

To  carry  out  the  administration  of  the  Act 
effectively  and  well  which  includes  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  the  staff 
of  the  department  will  have  to  be  increased,  but 
I  consider  that  this  is  worth  while  as  the  work 
will  bring  about  improved  working  conditions  for 
the  nonr industrial  workers  involved.  This  will 
no  doubt  be  shown  in  a  better  standard  of  health 
among  such  v/orkers  generally  and  sedentary  workers 
in  particular. 

At  the  end  of  1964  insufficient  inspections 
had,  in  my  opinion,  been  made  under  the  Act  due 
to  the  inadequacy  of  public  health  department 
staff  and  the  time  spent  by  qualified  staff  in 
clerical  work.  In  spite  of  this  1 80  inspections 
were  made  and  the  results  are  tabulated  below.

One  additional  licence  was  issued  during  the 
year  and  now  there  are  three  premises  in  the  district 
licensed  under  the  Act.  All  the  premises  were  in¬ 
spected  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 
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9 .  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1  963 

This  is  another  new  Act  which  became  operative 
during  the  year  under  which  persons  carrying  on 
the  business  of  providing  accommodation  for  other 
people’s  animals  i.e.  cats  and  dogs,  must  be 
licensed  to  do  so  by  the  local  authority  and  pay  an 
annual  fee  not  exceeding  10/-. 

One  person  in  the  district  is  licensed  and  is 
the  recipient  of  stray  dogs  from  the  police  and 
strays  and  unwanted  animals  from  the  Animal  Aid  and 
Cat  Protection  Societies.  This  arrangement  has 
abated  a  recurring  noise  nuisance  caused  when  stray 
dogs  were  kept  in  a  compound  in  the  police  station 
yard.  The  licensed  premises  is  well  removed  from 
dv/elling  houses. 

10.  POOD  HYGIBNE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS  i960  and 

POOD  &  DRUGS  ACT  1955 

Additional  duties  arising  from  new  legislation 
and  the  natural  growth  of  the  residential  and 
industrial  areas  of  the  district  have  made  it  less 
easy  to  carry  out  the  desired  number  of  routine 
inspections  of  food  premises.  In  the  past  it  has 
been  possible  to  make  regular  visits  to  such 
premises  to  keep  food  handlers  "on  their  toes"  as 
far  as  hygiene  practices  were  concerned  and  see  that 
the  occupiers  kept  premises  and  equipment  in  good 
order  and  repair. 

Whilst  some  of  the  factory  type  food  premises, 
some  with  their  own  hygiene  officers,  are  usually 
run  on  the  highest  hygiene  principals,  whether 
visited  by  a  public  health  inspector  or  not,  at  lots 
of  the  smaller  premises  reasonable  practices  and 
conditions  are  only  maintained  in  the  knowledge  that 
an  inspector  may  visit  any  day.  As  the  periods 
between  routine  visits  lengthen  hygiene  practices  and 
conditions  deteriorate.

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the 
experimental  error  of  the  Methyline  Blue  Test 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention 
to  the  Bacteriological  results  of  any  one  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  on  a  series  of  samples. 
It  is  felt  by  the  bacteriologists,  and  I  concur, 
that  over  a  six  monthly  period  50%  of  vendors 
samples  should  fall  into  Grade  I;  80%  into  Grade 
I  or  II;  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade  III  and 
none  into  Grade  IV, 

Based  on  this  standard  the  ice-cream  sold  in 
Wigston  is  of  satisfactory  bacteriological 
quality.

.eurisation)  Regulations  1963 


Under  the  Regulations  which  became  operative 
on  the  1st  January  1964*  no  liquid  egg  shall  be 
used  as  an  ingredient  of  food  intended  for  sale 
for  human  consumption,  or  imported  into  England 
and  Wales  unless  it  has  been  pasteurised.  The 
Regulations  do  not  apply  to  eggs  shelled  on 
the  premises  where  the  food  is  prepared.  The 
purpose  of  the  Regulations  is  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  food  poisoning  by  salmonella  organisms, 
a  common  organism  of  hen  and  duck  eggs.  For  some 
months  I  was  unable  to  obtain  the  services  of  a 
bacteriologist  or  analyst  with  equipment  to  carry 
out  the  necessary  alpha  amylase  test,  but  later 
in  the  year,  thanks  to  the  Director  ox5  the 
Leicester  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  I  was 
able  to  get  samples  tested  by  his  colleague  in 
Birmingham.  Samples  of  Chinese  egg  yolk,  Polish 
whole  egg  and  Chinese  whole  egg  were  procured 
from  bakers  in  Wigston,  but  all  samples  were 
found  to  have  been  properly  pasteurised  and  free 
from  salmonella  organisms.

NOISE  ABATEMENT 


The  law  on  this  subject  fixes  no  standards  in 
definition  of  what  is  an  acceptable  noise  or 
vibration,  or  what  causes  discomfort  or  nuisance* 

This  is  largely  a  matter  of  personal  threshold  tolerance 
and  creates  a  difficulty  when  certain  bona  fide  steps 
have  been  taken  to  reduce  what  may  be  classified  in 
the  broadest  sense  a  nuisance*  What  to  some  is  the 
quiet  hum  of  an  electric  motor  is  to  others  a  noise 
which  they  find  wellnigh  intolerable.  A  person 
carrying  a  radio  set  in  the  road  may  enjoy  the  music, 
to  others  it  is  an  anathema.  Until  the  law  lays 
down  a  definite  level  of  noise  which  must  not  be 
exceeded  in  certain  places  and  circumstances,  such 
as  the  British  Medical  Association  Committee  has 
recently  advised  on  blood  alcohol,  the  decision  to 
prosecute  will  need  much  forethought  by  local 
authorities.

Satisfactory  remedies  were  found  for  all  the 
nuisances  with  the  exception  of  the  one  relating  to 
the  metal  fabricating  factory,,  Noisy  neighbours 
were  tactfully  cajoled  into  being  quiet,  the  dance 
bands  disappeared  from  the  scene,  the  woodworking 
machinery  was  moved  to  a  rear  bay  of  the  factory 
and  the  original  bay  in  which  it  was  fixed  utilized 
inter  alia  as  a  "noise  lock",  the  volume  of  house¬ 
hold  and  factory  radios  was  reduced  to  a  tolerable 
level,  barking  dogs  were  transferred  to  the  local 
Pet  Animals  Boarding  Establishment  in  Newton  Lane, 
where  they  could  bark  without  causing  annoyance,  more 
care  was  exercised  in  the  unloading  of  fish  containers 
and  beer  barrels  and  the  dust  extraction  system  was 
modified. 


12.  RODENT  CONTROL 

Due  to  the  efficiency  of  new  poisons  and 
possibly  the  work  done  in  the  district  during  the 
last  decade  on  rodent  control,  the  trained  Rodent 
Operator  has,  in  addition  to  his  normal  duties,  done 
the  paper  baling  during  the  year. 


Sewer  Baiting; 

There  are  approx.  740  sewer  manholes  in 
the  district. 

During  May  it  was  intended  to  carry  out  a 
full  poison  treatment  of  the  towns  sewers, 
but  as  baiting  proceeded  it  became  apparent  that, 
due  to  the  efficiency  of  fluoracetamide  used  as 
a  poison  in  last  years  treatment,  this  was  un¬ 
necessary  and  only  113  manholes  we  re  poison  baited 
again  using  fluoracetamide  in  a  damp  sausage 
rusk  base.  No  takes  were  recorded  indicating 
that  the  sewers  were  practically  free  of  rats. 

In  July  test  baits,  made  up  of  the  same 
poison  and  base,  we re  laid  in  only  approx.  1 5$ 
of  the  manholes  in  the  central  areas  of  Magna 
and  South  Wigston.  Again  no  takes  were  recorded. 


In  October,  13  manholes  which  before  the 
use  of  f luoracetamide  had  always  indicated 
heavy  rat  infestations,  were  similarly  baited, 
and  again  no  takes  v/ere  recorded.

1  5.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1  956 

It  is  pleasing  to  again  report  that  no  contin¬ 
uing  major  industrial  smoke  problem  has  arisen  during 
the  year. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  continued 
to  advise  industrialists , and  in  some  cases  their 
consulting  engineers,  on  proposed  new  boiler  plant, 
fuels  and  correct  chimney  heights  for  differing  types 
of  furnaces  and  fuels. 

New  boilers  and/or  chimneys  were  provided  at  8 
premises  and  the  height  of  6  new  chimneys  calculated. 
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8  observations  were  made  of  smoke  emissions  from 

4  premises  and  17  ‘  visits  made  to  7  premises. 

7  excessive  emissions  of  smoke  were  noted  from  4 
premises. 

5  informal  notices  were  served  and  4  complied  with. 

The  most  outstanding  nuisance  was  caused  by 
the  burning  of  wood  waste  in  a  crude  incinerator  at 
a  joinery  factory.  Burning  has  now  ceased  and 
endeavours  are  being  made  to  dispose  of  the  waste  to 
nig  and  poultry  keepers  etc.,  as  bedding  material. 

Other  smoke  nuisances  were  cased  by  - 

a)  inadequate  dampers  for  flue  gases  allowing 
escape  of  soot  and  ash  from  a  chimney. 

b)  inadequate  chimney  height. 

c)  careless  stoking  and  furnace  cleaning  at 
2  factories. 

1 6.  STAFF 

During  the  year  a  comprehensive  report  was 
placed  before  the  Council  pointing  out  that  the 
present  establishment  of  the  Health  Department  had 
remained  unchanged  for  10  years,  during  that  period 
the  establishment  had  been  maintained  for  three 
whole  years  only,  and  that  the  post  of  whole  time 
clerk  for  the  department  was  deleted  from  the  estab¬ 
lishment  in  1959*  Included  in  the  report  were 
tables  setting  out  the  number  of  inspections  required 
to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  good  administration  at 
various  types  of  premises,  such  as  special  risk  food 
premises,  other  food  premises,  shops,  factories  etc., 
anticipated  necessary  inspections  in  connection  with 
new  housing  etc.,  legislation  and  the  deficiency  which 
had  arisen  in  1 963  arid  which  could  continue  to  arise 
due  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  inspectorial  staff. 

Details  of  the  number  of  hours  spent  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  each  week  on  clerical  and 
filing  work,  unnecessary  interviews  and  telephone 
calls,  which  could  be  dealt  with  by  a  non-technical 
officer  such  as  a  Clerk/Re cep tionest  were  set  out  in 
the  report.
